throughout the state. Directly and 
indirectly nearly 100,000 employes 
are affected. 
The 
strike 
by 
teamsters, 
operating engineers and machinists 
would extend from San Diego to San 
Luis Obispo counties in Southern 
California. The meatcutters’ strike 
would be statewide. 
Spokesmen for both sides in the 
wage dispute said there would be 
severe problems with distribution of 
food, but it will be available. 
Initial targets of the striking 
unions are Safeway, Lucky and 
Thriftimart. 
Management 
of

chains, 
however, 
warned that a strike 
against one company would be 
regarded as a strike against all and 
members of striking unions would 
be locked out. 


The operators said they offered 
workers an additional $50 a week “ to

(UPI i — Pioneer 10 headed 
i n t o 
a 
p o t e n t i a l l y 
destructive 
radiation belt 
today 
before 
edging

closest it can to Jupiter, 
largest planet in the solar 
system. 
The 
nuclear 
powered 
spacecraft was speeding at 
23 miles a second toward a 
point 81.000 miles above 
Jupiter and was expected to 
reach it at 9:25 p.m. EST. 
However, 
a 
vaguely 
known 
belt 
of 
radiation 
blocked the Pioneer's path. 
There was a possibility this 
radioactive 
field 
could 
cripple 
or 
destroy 
the 
spacecraft’s instruments. 
If Pioneer survives the 
radiation, it means man can 
proceed to investigate the 
far outer planets. If Pioneer 
fails, man may be blocked 
f r o m 
s u b s t a n t i a l 
exploration beyond Jupiter. 
Jupiter is the key because 
larger spacecraft need its 
orbital motions as a giant 
slingshot to shoot it on the 
way. Without Jupiter, outer 
planetary travel would be 
possible but more difficult 
with present technology.

While it is still only a whisper in 
the cloakrooms, the growing belief 
is that at some point in the near 
future 
Republican 
leaders 
will 
descend on the White House in the 
utmost privacy. They will tell the 
President he has no choice but to 
resign if the party is to escape ruin 
with Nixon loyalists facing certain 
defeat. After the almost certain rout 
of 1974 with Democratic majorities 
in Senate and House sufficient to 
override any Nixon veto, 1976 will be 
a question mark. 
Such

delegation 
would 
n e ce ssa rily 
include 
party 
conservatives 
with 
Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater 
in 
the 
forefront. 
Goldwater has been remarkably 
candid in recent weeks on the 
credibility gap and the way it has 
engulfed the White House. Whether

demand as he had brushed off the 
clamor 
in 
the 
media 
for 
his 
resignation, no one can say. 


The 
creaking 
delay 
in 
the 
impeachment process is one reason 
for the growing conviction among 
Republicans 
in 
Congress 
that 
resignation is the only way out. The 
House 
Ju d iciary 
Committee 
charged 
with 
the 
inquiry 
into 
whether grounds for articles of 
impeachment exist will take well 
into February and perhaps March 
before any conclusion is reached. 
Should the House vote articles of 
impeachment, the Senate would be 
required to proceed with a trial that 
could take several months. 
In the interval the White House 
and 
the 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
are 
directing 
a 
strenuous campaign to revive the 
President’s hold on the office, if not 
his personal image. The White 
House sessions with members of 
Congress are only a part of the 
campaign and thus far they seem to 
have produced little but more doubt. 


Newspaper ads calling for support 
of the President are being placed 
around the country. The national 
committee says these are largely 
spontaneous 
efforts 
by 
local 
Republicans, 
although 
the 
committee has furnished sample 
ads. The National Committee for 
Fairness to the Presidency, headed 


by Rabbi Bernard Korf, has placed a 
number of Appeals and they serve 
other groups as a model. Rallies for 
support 
of 
Nixon 
have 
been 
organized 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
Washington, Oklahoma City and 
other centers. 
Majority leader Mike Mansfield 
says ads appearing in newspapers in 
his home state of Montana have 
influenced the mail he receives. 
Although the volume is nothing like 
as heavy as it was after the 
Saturday night massacre, it is now 
running 
at 
about 
50-50 
for 
impeachment or resignation on the 
one hand and for support for Nixon 
on the other. 
Like a cat with nine lives Nixon 
may survive this crisis as he has 
survived the others in his troubled 
past. That is the view of senior 
senators canvassed by this reporter. 
Certainly his present crisis is of a 
magnitude adding up to those he 
describes in his book “ Six Crises.” 
The 
despair 
over 
1974 
is 
undeniable. 
In 
the 
House 
192 
Republicans are up for reelection 
with the exception of a half dozen 
who have already declared their 
intention to retire. On the Senate 
side, 15 Republicans are up. They 
must 
all 
operate 
do-it-yourself 
campaigns since national money is 
drying up and a President so deeply 
mired can help most by staying out 
of the campaign.

Frankly we believe there were 
some mighty strange doings down in 
the County Administrative Building 
last week. 
The County board 
of supervisors' a- 
genda came off the 
printing press and 
newsmen, 
as 
is 
th eir 
custom , 
persued the lengthy 
document 
to 
see 
what was coming 
up One item on the 
agenda simply said 
“ Salary Ordinance” 
with no explanation. 
This piqued certain reporters and 
they decided to look further into the 
matter to see just what new “ salary 
ordinance” the supervisors could be 
acting upon. It turns out, it is a 
salary 
ordinance 
for 
the 
supervisors’ themselves. 
During the past year, any casual 
observer could tell that the board of 
supervisors have been itching for a 
pay hike They brought the matter 
up several months ago on the basis, 
that the job should be full-time and 
pay a salary somewhere in the 


neighborhood 
of 
$33,000 
The 
citizenry believed that this was not a 
proper increase inasmuch as the 
supervisors 
presently 
receive 
$14,224 They bellowed the matter 
down 
It is now the interpretation of the 
board chairman. Supervisor Beattie 
of Lompoc, that the matter was left 
open for further discussion and that 
is what is about to happen today. 


However, what interests us is that 
it will be more than “ further 
discussion.” During the past few 
weeks the county counsel’s office, at 
somebody’s direction, has prepared 
a “ salary ordinance" calling for the 
supervisors* salaries to be increased 
to $24,041 per year. It appears that 
this ordinance will now be the 
matter 
for 
further 
discussion. 
Although it was explained that 
putting the matter on the agenda as 
a 
“ salary 
ordinance” 
without 
explanation was a clerical error, 
one can’t help but think that it was 
done in order that the discussion 
would not draw a crowd. 
It appears that the odd amount of 
dollars, $24,041. has been arrived at 
in 
order 
to 
circumvent 
the 
guidelines of pay increases set by 


the Cost of Living Council. Any 
higher figure, it appears, would not 
get their approval 
The board of supervisors, in our 
opinion, do deserve more money. 
They govern a $74 million outfit, the 
County 
of 
Santa 
Barbara. 
We 
believe, further, that if they receive 
any sizeable pay increase, the job 
should be declared “ full-time.” We 
believe, further again, that any 
discussion of this matter should be 
full and open and not contrived in 
the halls of the administration 
building and sprung upon the people 
with little or no notice.
